The outbreak appears lo have 
started in the kitchen of the house, 
It apread rapidly and in a very 
short time the whole house war 
converted into a blazing furnace. 


Victims Asleep. 


The victims of the trayedy were 
naleep and they awakened to find 
their rooma full of amoke. A rush 
to the staircase revealed their ter- 
rible plight. One of the first parts 
of the house‘to become involved, It 
had collapsed before the inmates 
had any warning of their peril. 


They were trapped in the up- 
per story. ‘The ald man climbed 
up the drainpipe from the out- 
side in a valtinnt attempt to 
rescue them, but he fell down to 
“the pavement and badly injured 


hia back. 


Other people succeeded — in 
amashing the upper windows, but 
were driven back by huge volumes 
of amoke and great bursts of flume,

How we envy film stars their

| photographer is for some people a 
torture that can only be compared 
to visiting the dentist, but if we 
will only rid ourselves of this sort 
of self-conscious — anticipation, it 
can be both simple and easy. 
Perhaps it sounds somewhat 
illogical to say forget yourself 
when you are having & photograph 
jtaken, yet it is exactly what you 
ought to do if you want the picture 
to be faithful to your natural self. 
When you talk to your friends, 
you do not constantly wonder what 
our face is looking like,“do you? 
o, when you look into the camera, 
imagine that you are just talking 
to one of your friends. . 
It is a mistake, if you are in- 
clined to be at all eamera-conscious, 
to dress formally’ for a photograph. 
Wear clothes that make you ‘feel 
free and cagy, as otherwise your 
pose is bound to be stiffened and 
consequently you will be disappoint- 
ing in the final result where 2 
natural simplicity is the cleverest 
achievement. : 
Hairdressing, too, can often be 
over-elaborate, or else too stiff.

PRESERVES OF THE | 
CADETS. 


Amongst those most directly 
affected, the report that the 
Government intends to appoint a 
Cadet as Director of Education 


has been received with consider-, 


J able alarm, if not indignation. 
The objection is 
personal one; it rests on the 
contention that the post should be 
held by an offieer who, by train- 
ing and . qualifications, is 
endequately cquipped for the 
duties. Latterly, the Department 
has had in Mr. G, P. de Martin 
a fully-qualified educationist at 
its head—a man who hns been 
doing splendid work in all aspects 
of education, From what we are 
able to gather, Mr. N.L. Smith is 
now to be appointed Deputy 
Director, under Mr. de Martin. 
He will then go on nine months’ 
leave, and the — aubsequent 
arrangements nppear to fore- 
shadow Mr. de Martin's retire- 
ment carly in 1933, on Mr. Smith 
assuming the substantive post, 
The change, it is felt’ in’ the 
Department and outside as well, 
will be harmful-to the future of 
education and ita proper develop- 
ment. This belief docs not cast 
any reflection on Mr, Smith, who, 
in fact, has shown marked ability 
‘In other spheres, but the proposed 

-chunge is regarded as one which 
is neither fair to him nor to the 
Department of which he will be 
alven chargé. : 

Looking bac over the past his- 
tory of the Department, we find 
that it has almost invariably been 
the rule to have a Cadet officer 
at its head. There have been 
occasions, as at present, when 
an educationist has been in tem- 
pormry charge, but, strangely 
enough, no such official: has ever 
Aheld the substantive post. That 
fn itself ia an {Numinating com- 
mentary on Government methods. 
Let it be said that there is no 
objection to having a Cadet os 
Director. provided he ts qualificd 
to discharge the duties and 
responsibilities of the office. 
But if the Directorship Is to be 
; resorved for Cadeta, there is a 
,enll for such reforms as will re- 
sult in the requirement mentioned 
_ being fully met. In other words, 
anv Cadot to be appointed should 
serve an apprenticeship to: the 
office, and, onco ho has been placed 
in charge, ho should never leavo tho 


Department. He should, from tho | J; 


very’ beginning.of his career, make 


in no sense ae 


. 


‘of our Cadets apoctalise in the taw. | 


This could bo dono by the officer 
concerned proceeding Home, after 
having passed In Chinese, for tho: 
purpose of being. trained In tench- 
Ing and of studying oducation in 
all its aspects.. On hia return, he 
could be appointed Deputy Director 
and hold that post until such time as, 
by local experience, he {s regarded 
ns qualified to be pineed in charge. 
In this way, the education system 
of the Colony could be built up on 
sound and progressive lines, After 
all, the direction of education calla 


for something more than mere ad- | 


ministrative ability. The man at 
thé head of the Department should 
be. one..who, when he ‘visite _ the. 
schools, will be respected and ap- 
preciated by the tonchers, one whose 
opinions will carry welght by rea- 
son of the fact that he is an .cx- 
pert. That cannot be the case 80 
Jong as the Director ia little other 
than a mere figurehead. 

There are Departments of the 
Government service to the control 
of which a Cadet Is never appolrit- 


ed; for cxample, the Public Works |, 


Department and the Royal Obser- 
vatory, The Treasury can now be 
added to the Hst, and there would 
appenr to be prospects of a trained 
police officer subsequently becom- 
ing the chief of the Police Force. 
This ig as it should be. The Educn- 
tion and the Sanitary Departments, 
however, would appear still to be 
the apecinl preserves of the Cadets, 
the latter, forsooth, because of 
Chinese suscoptibilitses, aa if these 
should be given priority over 
considerations of public . health. 
Looking at the subject generally, 
we cannot but think that the Cadet 
system, as iit present operated, ix 
an anachronism. It either wants 
reforming or abolishing. In these 
moder times, it is far too anti- 
quated to be of real value, In the 
early days of the Colony, it may 
have xerved some good purpose. 
Thove were the times when all that 
we needed to‘keep the machinery 
of government: going waa a small 
subordinate staff headed by a few 
educated men with ‘some  nd- 
ministrative ability who could hop 
about from post to post and general- 
ly supervise the Government's 
activities. This Colony, however, 
has immensely grown and develop- 
ed since those days, with the result 
that there is no‘ longer any room 
for a system worked on past, and 
present methods. Yet wo are con- 
tinually getting new-Cadcta sent 
out from Home, for whom jobs have 
to be found, thus perpetuating a 
process which continually results in 
square pegs‘ being forced into 
round holes. In defence of the 
aystem it is said that it ls useful 
in giving the officers such an all- 
round training as will equip them 
for’ future Governorships, But 
when «¢ take into account the ex- 
tremely small percentage of 
Cadets who can ever hope to be 
come Governors, it” will be realis- 
ed how costly and uneconomic the 
method is. Thus we say that If 
the Cadet system is to remain, let 
it be thoroughly overhauled, with 
the one central idea of secing that 
all spheres of governmental activity 
are placed in charge of technically 
qualified men... Then, and only then, 
shall wo get full value from -our 
Heads of Departments and smooth 
running ‘of the mnchinery of 
government.

In stating the case for the Crown, 
Mr. T. 8. Whyte Smith said that 
Chau Ping-chung was a pork den- 
ler, with a stall in the Central 
Market. He would ‘sny (hat on 
December 1, at about 8 p.m, he was 
walking along Po Yan Street, 
which runs off Hollywood Road, 
when he was surrounded by five 
men, ‘prisoner being one of the 
men, Prisoner told him not to 
move or shout, or else he would be 
beaten to death.

Chau would alao say that pri- 
sumer seized him by the throat 
While the others mated him. He

On the high, anow-awept 
plateaus or “mesas” of Malapais 
600 snow-bound Navajo and, Zuni 
Indians are faced with death from 
starvation and cold, while thelr 
rescucta are pressing into the wild 
country bring!ng food and medical 
supplies. wee . 


Tho tribesmen, out on the an- 
nual plnon nut hunting expedi- 
tion with thelr women and chil- 
dren, were cut off amid the snow- 
covered hills a week ago, with 
deep drifta, barring their return 
to the comforts of tholr usual semi- 
civilisation, 

Relief! parties rescued 600 other 
Indians on a similar expedition, 
tinding nine dead among them 
when the sun melted the drifts 
enough to permit horsemen to 
carry food: through the broken 
country. 


To-day the rescued Indiana knelt 
in thanka to the Sun God who had 
permitted their reseue.

FOGS IN BRITAIN. 


SERIOUS RAILWAY AND
